Al cheſe 
vile, wicked, and curſed practi 
ces were follow'd with ſuch a 
confirm'd, publique and 'obſtinac

The Engliſh nature and diſpo» 
ſicion{ in ic lelf certainly excels 
that of. moſt nations, as being 
capable of al {ciences, and more 
ealily applicable to hat ſort of 
vertu and piety, -wherein others 
find much reluftance. But there 
is no temper, which by falle opi- 
njons, eſpecialy in religion 
( which (warmd here in the royal 
abſence) by education and diſci- 
pline wil not be corrupted. Hence 
it is that the noble. actions and 
monuments of magnificent Foun- 
ders and Benefators have not 
onely bin defac'd, but defam'd 
among us by an ingrateful polte- 
rity. ; Which has bin alike inju- 
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a4 
rious to the moſt illuſtrious enat- 


nence of this Rigitaldus Polus, 


but with leſs effec, his reputa- | 


tion ſoaring in anocher | region, a- 


bove the reach of their Malice. | 
For our ſuburbian Chronizles allow * 


him no other ateribure, than that 
of 4 barbarian, 2 monſer, and 


idolater. | Sure 'is with the pub. | 


lique damage of the Country, 


that ſuch mechanique ſpirits ' 


ſhould be thus the judges and 


diſpoſers of the price of merit | 


in noble men. Bur ſince the 
diforder is{uch, and they have ac# 
quir'd general reputation among 
no vulgar perſons, I cannot pals 
them over with that ſcornful 
neple&t, which they deſerve, 
without ſome prejudice 'to that 
of the royal family, and the ge- 
neral 
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neral honor of our Country con- 
cernd herein. In oppolition 
therefore to their abuſes, our of 
many, I ſhal produce ſome few 
teſtimonies ; which I deſire may 
be perus'd circumſtantialy in the 
greatnes of the perſons, and as 
the effects of no flatery or inte- 
reſt, being chiefly after death, 
with ſuch profuſion of praiſes, 
from a nation ſo jealous and 
cautiouſly abſtemious in this kind 
to al ſtrangers, beſides himſelf.

Reginaldus Polus Cardinal and 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, was 
Son of Richard Polus Couſin 
germain to Henry the ſeventh. 
His mother was Margaret daugh- 
ter of George Duke of Clarence, 
brother of Edward the fourth. 
Nature had given him an ex- 
eelent ſpirit and wit. Which 
he

he carefally and happily enricht 
in the molt famous Academig 
of Europe : where he gain'd the 
friendſhip of many illaſtriow 
perſons, bur eſpecialy in. lraks, © 
As he was eminent in. birth | 
wit, knowlege, and aCtivenes of 
ſpirit; fo he was mach bs 
loy'd and .honor'd at: home; 
and King Henry the eighth. wa 
very forward. in applauding and 
ſhewing the gular eſteem he 
had of him, Wherein Polu 
was never backward in a re 
— pos ogg of his hum- 
ratitude. But however, 
conld never adhear, and ſub: 
mit, with a ſervile complyance 
to-the injuſt deſires of this Prince, 
who to ſatisfy a carnal appetite, 
broke the laws of honor and 
| religion, 
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religion , introducing a deplora« 
ble confuſion into his Kingdom. 
Out of which Polus was con- 
ſtraind to"depart. In this time 
of abſence, he thought himfelf 
obligeg to writ a treatiſe to the 


' King, concerning the general g- 


nion of the Church. Bur this 
_ Zeal paſſing for an in- 
olence and raſh enterprife in 
the ſpirit of King Hem, he ſec 
a price, ind promiſt fiſty rhog- 
fand (rowns, as 4 reward, to him 
who ſhould preſent him with 
his head. The Pope Paul the 
third, whohad created him Cars. 
dinal in the year 1 546. preſery'd 
him wich Guards, appointed for 
his ſafety, Which piit the King in- 
to {o'great a paſſion and cho» 


'er, that being unable to. re- 


venge

venge himſelf upon the perſoq 
of this Cardinal, he made his Mo- 
ther dye a violent death, with 
many of his kindred ; neither 
leaving to perſecute his remains 
ing perſon alſo, in al ſorts of oc 
caſfions. The generoi® Poly 
patiently ſufferd che death of his 
neareſt allyes, and the deſolati- 
on of his family, with ſo great 
a conſtance = g courage, that it 
merited and procur'd him the 
teſtimonies and admiration of 
al the noble Writers in Europe of 
his time. He pardond all 
three Ttdiais and two Emliſhmen 
who would have aſſaſſinated 
him. He had the fortune to 
be employ'd in many Embaſſies 
of ſeveral kinds, and to be ſent 
Legat ro the Council of Trent. 
Aﬀcer 
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Aﬀcer the death of Pail the third, 
the Cardinals would have plac'r 
in the Pontifical Throne ; and he 
himſelf was the perſon. alone, 
who oppos'd this glorious exal- 
tation. His death was a fatal 
blow to, the religion and. king- 


dom, which happen'd ſixteen 


hours aſter that of the Queen 
in the year. 1658. The Pro- 
teſtants themſelves give elogiums 
to his wir, learning, and pru- 
dence. And al agree thar there 
ſcarce ever appear'd ſo great a 
zeal for the ſervice of God, 
nor charitie and affection for 
that of men. 

The learn'd Mr. Camden, a 


perlon of another religion, as 


being a worthy old Proteſtant of 


the od Church of England, ſeems 
G to 
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to approve of theſe commendgat- 
ors, and verify this laſt paſ- 
ſage in theſe words

But I am verily perſwaded, 
that I ſhal herein repreſent to 
the eyes and underſtanding of 
the reader, an image poliſht and 
adorn'd with all thoſe vertues, 
which can fal within the capa- 

: citie 
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citie of a true Chriſtian ſpirit. 
The divine Goodnes, with ſo 
large an effuſion of grace, had 
enrich't the ſoul of chis Reginaldus 
Polus. Whole rare and excel- 
lent vertnes were ſo eminently 
conſpicuous over al Europe, that 
many, who never ſaw him, 
cheriſht the very thoughts, ima- 
gination, arid name of him. 
Nay even now any mention 
or commemoration of him is 
very -pleaſant and delightful a- 
mong al perſons of honor or 
worth : and among Princes his 
memory is ſtil ſo gratious and 
prevalent, that to have bin of 
his family onely, is a ſufficienc 
commendation and entrance in- 
to their fayor. His peaceable 
mildnes and clemency was fo ex- 
| traordi-

traordnary, that howlſoever 
offended he remitted al injuries, 
never complotting or meditatin 
any fort of revenge. At p 
terbo he cauſed chree Italian cons 
ſpirers of his death to be delis 
ver'd out of priſon. Whilſt he 
was at Capranica retir'd to ſhun 
the infeſting heats of the ſummer, 
two Engliſh men ſent by King 
Henry to diſpatch him , he 
would by no means ſuffer to 
be pur to death, alleging how 
the injury pertain'd co him alone, 
as Judge and Partie : Nor would 
he permit any other puniſhment 
to paſs upon them, ſave only 
the condemnation to the Gallies, 
for ſome few dayes. His va- 
rious afflictions, misfortunes and 


calamities he ever ſuſtain'd wich 
{o

ſo great a courage, and noble 
conſtancie , that certainly this 
age has not afforded his . equal. 
To this purpole EF could pros 
duce many examples, but let 
this alone for the preſent ſufs 
fice. When on a certain day, 
he had receiv'd ſeveral letters 
out of France, and many other 
remote parts, and orderd me 
to prepare their anſwers: fſo/ 
foon as they were collected ins 
to diſtin& pacquets, perceiving 
ſome in Engkhſh, 1 told him, I 
kope, Sir, you expect not that [ 
ſhould anſwer theſe, as being a 
ſtranger rothe language. He,nor 
the leaſt chang d in looks or 
colour inſtantly replyed ; I wiſh 
you could read and underſtand 
thera both at once, for they 


import 
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iiport joyful news and tidings, 
Withat impatient in my itching 
defire, I humbly beg d, that [ 
might participate, I alwaies 
thought my felt, lays he, the 
ſoa of a woman as ſingular 
and eminent for her vertues, as 
extra&ion : in which reſpeR, | 
have ofcen rendred thanks - to 
the divine Goodnes, But now [ 
find theſe former qualities ſtrangs 
ly dignifyed with a noble van- 
rage of quite another and higher 
nature, by her being crown'd. & 
adorn'd with the glory of a 
happy martyrdom. For whillt 
ſhe conſtantly rerain'd her Cas 
tholique faith and religion, im: 
movable by any threats or per 
fwaſions, ſhe loſt her head up- 
on the Scaffold, at the ape of 


ſeventy 
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ſeventy Years , receiving this fe- 
ward, for the great pains taken 
in the education of his only 
daughter, from King Harry the 
Father. When, I amaz'd with 
ſudden horror and aſtoniſhe, 
Rartled art - this relation ; be of 
good courape, layes he, my Mo- 
ther has happily encreaſt the 
number of our patrons and ad- 
vorats in heaven. After this, re- 
tiring for ſomefew moments to a 
Chapel, where his uſe was to 
pray, heſtrait appears among ns 
again, with the ſame former 


| looks and chearful countenance. 


Neither did he aCt this ſtrange 
unexpeCted part out of a tepid 
indifferency of affe&tion, which 
he had for her, or ſhe for bim 
| H (which

(which was quite contrary :in 
both) but out of a magnanis 
mous conſtancy not expos d or 
obnoxious to theſe violent at- 
taques and cruel injuries of for- 
tune, No other alteration was 
perceiv'd by us in him, at the 
ſad doleful meſlage of the death 
of his 2ldeſ# Brother , who with 
two other of his neareſt allies, 
loſt their heads upon the Scaf- 
fold by the Kings order, for cons 
tantly adhearing to their reli 
gion, | 

Thele,and many other affli&tis 
ons, calamities and injuries of di- 
vers lorts he ſuffered with the 
ſame perpetualy inalrerable cons 
ſtancy. And as Fortun could 
not terrify him witch her frowns ; 


fo

ſo the could not ſeduce hitri 
with her ſmiles. - His affairs 
running prolperouſly ſomcimes 
beyond expectation could ne» 
yer. :puff him up beyond his 
accuſtom'd ſtacion ; nor turning 
retrograde on the contrary cauſe 
in him the leaſt dejeftion. So 
char his ſeerning poverty in 
riches; and his great fatis- 
faction in poverty were both 
alike commendable. Y 
Three dayes before he dyed 
(of his one accord without a- 
ny other admoniſhment) he 
defir'd to have the Sacra» 
ment of Ertreme - Unction, 
retaining his ſpeech, ſenſes 
and underſtanding entire to the 
very laſt momenr. He ren- 
H 2 dred 
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dred up his [piric in that gens 
tle, quiet and placide man- 
ner, that his face, vilage, 
faſhion and habit of his whole 
body repreſented the poſture 
of one | {leeping, rather than 
dead. That which ſeems mar- 
velous 'to ſome, is that. his 
Queen, and he ſhould expire 
both within the compas -of the 
fame natural day. | In hs haſt. 
Will and Teſtament he. or- 
dained Aloyj'o Priuli a noble 
man of Yenice, whom he moſt 
fingularly affefted, the entire 
heire of whatloever he poſ- 
ſeſt, To whoſe wil and 
pleaſure .he- freely tran{mitred 
the diſpoſal of certain legacies, 
gifts and rewards. to ſuch, 

who 
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who' had followd him out of 
forrein parts, and others of his 
attendants, according as _ he 
thought.che merit and diligence 
of each perſon proportionaly 
required, Whereas this noble 
Penetian abſolutely refusd the 
total inheritance: he beg'd 
and entreated of him the ac- 
ceptance onely of ſome part, 
which might appear, as a 
laſting pledge and monument 
of their ever inviolated love 
and friendſhip. This allo he 
utterly renounc't, replying, that 
when he firſt courted and ins 
ſinuated himſelf into his fas 
miliarity, he proposd in his 
minde an other fort of rich» 
es, goods and treaſure, with 

which 


- 
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which noyy he thought himſelf as 
bundantly gratifyed. Thus be 
the total heir af ſo conſide- 
rable an inheritance accepted of 
nothing, but only two prazer« 
books, renderd precious in his 
thoughts by the frequent us 
ſage of Regmaldus Pals, wheres 
of the one was cal'd the Ro» 
man Breviary, and the other 
the | Diurnal belonging ta it. 
This 1s that Aloy/aa Priuli, who 
in the year 1532 at Pudua 
contracted that individual and 
exemplary familiarity and 
friendſhip with Polus, which 
never afterward admitted of 
any ſeparation in adverſity or 
rolperity. He was a con- 
fant companion in all his jour- 

neys

neys by Sea and Land, in 
his tedious and dangerous ems 
baſſies, and al other toyles 
and troubles: ſo unanimouſly 
participating alſo of al his in- 
tentions, purpoſes, ſtudies and 
counſels, that he was ſenſible 
of no * titles, honors, digni- 
ties, which were open and 
obvious in his own Country, 
by reaſon of the great no» 
bility and prerogative of his 
family: nor conld Rome her 
ſelf with her dazling. purple 
and other allurements ever 
ſeduce him from this habitual 
fociety and enjoyment of his 
friend, a hapines which he 
ſo ineftimably valew'd abave 


al others : aud whom he fur- 
: vivd 
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vivd- only the ſpace of -tweyty 
months, which interva} of time 
he wholy employ'd in . the 
colle&tion of thoſe goods, which 
were diſperſt in ſeveral Coune« 
treys, and in the juſt and equals 
diſtribution of them. 

This memorable friendſhip 
of Reginaldus Polus and Aloyſius 
Priulus contratted between per- 
ſons of ſo diſtant and diffes 
rent Countreys, certainly ex- 
cels in al circumſtances, that of 
Lelius and Scipio, or what &- 
ver, other examples, the an- 
tient Grece or Rome or the Bay 
barians (as they cal them) 
could ever produce. For that 
religion which moſt enriches our 
minds with the beſt Vertues 


and 
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and deveſts them of ufurping 
paſſions, renders them the 
moſt ſuſceptible of this rare 
and divine quality. Which 
therefore conſequently - muſt 
alwayes be among the moſt 
excelent Chriſtians. The Phis 
loſophers and their followers 
had the ſublime vertues of 
this nature in ſubtile ſpecula- 
tion onely, which were left 
for others to put into real 
exerciſe and practiſe. 

I have at preſent ſuffici- 
ently, as I hope, refuted 
ſome perverſe Chroniclers ' a- 
mong us, enemys, as we ſee, 
to truth, honor, and the juſt 
reſpe&t due to royal families : 
and have ſhown how requis 


{it 
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fit it is for theſe many years, 
to look abroad, that we may 
underftand any truth at home 
of this kind, The Teſtimo- 
nies produec't are very authen- 
tique. Which I have the ra- 
ther encreaſt, becauſe nothing, 
methinks, can be ſaid too 
much 'of ſo Rare, Divine 
and Princely a ſubje&t. Hows 
' ever I ſhall now ſuperſede, 
omitring many Authors of exe 
celent account, as the French 
Preſident Thuanus, and the fas 
mous Pallavicini, with many 
other Ttalan Writerss Who 
generaly in their relations, very 
much extol and magnify the 
power of King Harry, able 
to revive in Italie a cuſtom 


aboliſht 
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aboliſht ever fince Marigs | 
Sulla and Marc - Antony, .in 
proſcribing a great Ronan 
ſenator in Rome it (elf, as wel 
25 other parts of the world. 
Among thele Authors, which 
| muſt advertiſe you, you 
will often find Cardind 4 
Taghiltierra mentioned ; which 
you muſt have a care, not ta 
take for our rich, fat Prelat the 
Cardinal Wolſey. Otherwiſe your 
miſtake will be very groſſe. 
For this Regmaldus Palus, wha 
is thereby lignihed, and He 
were as different in quality 
and worth, as they were in 
extraction ; the valt, immenſe 
ambitioa of the one, almoſt 
fquallizing the moſt Chriſtian 
bumilicy 
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humility of the other, and 
therefore vainly coveting and 
courting with an infolent 
preſumption that Papacy, which 
the other with ſo generous 
2- magnanimitie refus'd. 


Now, as I ſuppoſe, I have 
fully ſatisfy d my engagement, 
though perchance not the deſire 
or expectation of our obliging 
friend, What _ the poſtſcript 


of your laſt letter ſignifies, 


concerning ſome verification 


on this ſubjeft, was never 
included in my promiſe.
